Lake Success, Feb. 24.—-The long-awaited United States policy 
on Palestine was laid down here today with a declaration that the 
Security Council should at once begin consultations with the Pales- 
tine Commission, with Britain, and with representatives of the Jews 
and Arabs, at New York, in an effort to ‘reach agreement on the 
General Assembly’s plan for partition. Pe 
Mr Warren Austin, the United States delegate, making this recommen- 
dation, also said that the Security Council must first of all determine whether 
there is a threat to international peace in-the Palestine situation.

Removal 


Dock Leads 
To: Protest 


London, Feb; 24.—A ‘strong 
protest against the removal by 
the Soviet authorities of. the - 
Danubo Steamship -Company’s 
floating. dock at Vienna at “ti 
time when the Company's assets 
Were under discussion by the 
Foreign. Ministers’ Deputies, 
was made today by the British 
delegate to the Austrian De- 
-puties’ conference here. 

Mr James Marjoribanks, tha Bri- 
tsh delegate, who was In tho chair, 
declared that the British Govern- 
ment “would strongly  deprecate 
any’ attempt to prejudizo tho out- ° 
come of our discussions to the ex- 
tent. of actually removing such pro- 
Perty “rom Austrian, and thereby 
transferring it from ona category 
to another, at the very time when 
, tho doputics aro secking to work 
out a sottloment”, 

The British authorities. in Vienna, 
he sald, had been told that tho Soviet 
Government had removed. the dock, 
the only onc of its kind {n Austria, 
downstream to Hungary. : 

The American deputy, Mr Samuel ' 
Reber, supporting the British protest, . 
declared that the ineldent — ralsed 
the whole question of fixing a date 
after which no Germnn asscts 
claimed by the Soviet Government 
In Austria should be removed until 
n four-power agreement had been 
renched, i 

_ _Refovance Denied 

Denying the relevance of the pro- 
test, the Sovict deputy, M. Kok-- 
timov, said that in any cnse he 
considered it premature ‘to conclude 
that the Sovict Government In- 
tended. to transfer thin asset from 
the — entegory—inside Aurtria—in 
which 25 percent of the company’s, 
assets were claimed, to the category 
outside Austria—in which 100 
pereent was claimed. . 

The deputies spent dhe rest of. the .
